As  in  ordinary  conversation,  actual  oommuni cation  can 
take  place  only  when  the  persons  involved  speak  as  them- 
selves*. The  same  holds  true  for  the  act  of  broadcasting, 
where  the  intention  is  one  of  human  communication  between 
the  man  at  the  microphone  and  the  listener*  The  situa- 
tion of  the  broadcaster  is  important  because  what  he  does 
on  the  air  determines,  in  a  large  measure,  the  quality  of 
the  event  which  occurs  between  broadcaster  and  listener. 
What  the  broadcaster  does  will  be  a  reflection  of  his  own 
interests  and  values  and  the  complete  program  schedule 
will  represent  an  aggregate  of  many  individuals*  inter- 
ests in  various  areas  of  expression* 

Radio  organized  on  this  principle  opens  up  an  entire- 
ly new  perspective  of  broadcasting  which  is  directly  in 
touch  with  the  serious  writers,  musicians  and  political 
thinkers  in  modern  America*  Of  obvious  first  importance, 
and  this  is  one  of  the  guiding  principles  at  KPFA,  is
